15  per  cent  or  less  body  fat  for  men  and  20  per  cent  or  less 
body  fat  for  women,  Bentley  said. 

Requirements 

To  be  in  the  good  or  excellent  category  in  cardiovascular 
endurance,  Allsen  explained,  students  must  be  able  to  run  a 
mile  and  a  half  in  less  than  12  minutes  for  men  and  less  than 
13  minutes  for  women.  Body  fat  is  computed  by  measuring 
the  thickness  of  the  skin  fold  in  certain  areas  using  a  skin 
caliper,  a  measuring  device. 

Allsen  said  that  98  per  cent  of  the  students  will  have  no 
trouble  in  passing  the  body  fat  test,  but  the  two  per  cent 
who  will  will  be  referred  to  a  weight  control  clinic. 

The  second  requirement  is  that  students  pass  a  minimum 
competency  level  test  in  two  physical  skill  areas  chosen 
according  to  their  preference,  he  added. 

Skill  areas  for  students  include  any  sport  or  physical 
activity  which  can  be  tested.  Allsen  said  the  idea  behind  tjiis 
is  that  if  students  know  "how  to  do  something  well,  they  will 
usually  engage  in  the  activity  more  often,  thereby  staying 
more  physically  fit. 

Allsen  noted  that  students  will  not  be  required  to  take  P.E. 
177,  since  the  course  will  be  “challengeable.”  But  he  said  he 
felt  the  class  will  prepare  students  to  pass  the  mandatory 
evaluations.  The  class  is  already  “largely  student-paced,”  he 
said. 

Bently  explained  that  the  emphasis  of  the  new  General 
Education  program  is  to  let  students  progress  at  their  own 
pace,  adding  that  the  new  P.E.  requirements  will  follow  the 
same  philosophy.  A  similar  P.E.  program  is  being  designed 
for  missionaries,  Allsen  said. 

In  P.E.  177,  students  go  to  classes  for  the  first  three  weeks 
of  the  semester.  After  that,  they  are  required  to  attend  only 
one  class  period  per  week,  spending  additional  time  in 
physical  fitness  activites  on  their  own,  Allsen  explained. 

Students  are  given  three  tests  at  the  beginning  of  the  class 
—  the  cardiovascular  test,  the  body  fat  test,  and  a  strength 
test  which  measures  gripping  ability.  This  determines  just 
exactly  what  kind  of  shape  students  are  in,  Allsen  said. 

After  the  tests  are  administered,  students  determine 
whether  they  will  follow  a  cardiovascular  endurance  program 
or  a  weight  control  program,  Allsen  explained.

A  publication  containing  evaluations 
of  off-campus  student  housing  will  be 
available  to  students  around  April  1, 
according  to  Clark  Richter,  ASBYU 
executive  vice  president. 

Richter  ,  said  the  publication  will 
include  an  evaluation  by  students  of 
about  85  apartment  complexes  around 
Provo.  The  booklet  will  also  explain  the 
rights  of  landlords  and  tenants,  and  give 
tips  on  legal  matters  such  as  evictions, 
deposits,  and  what  to  do  when  a 
problem  arises. 

The  publication  is  titled  “A  Student 
Renter’s  Guide,”  and  money  has  been 
set  aside  to  distribute  it  as  an  advertising 
supplement  to  the  Daily  Universe, 
Richter  said. 

Student  Evaluation 

The  focal  point  of  the  booklet  is  the 
student  evaluation  of  various 
apartments.  The  evaluation  will  show 
the  results  of  a  10-question  survey  taken 
by  students.  The  survey  will  show  how 
tenants  rated  their  dwellings,  parking, 


storage,  security,  safety,  privacy, 
furnishings,  repairs,  and  management,  as 
well  as  overall  feelings  about  the 
apartment,  Richter  said. 

“The  evaluation  is  just  an  attempt  to 
try  and  find  out  how  students  are 
feeling  about  the  places  they  are  living 
in,”  Richter  said. 

Richter  pointed  out  the  guide  was  not 
an  attempt  to  embarrass  or  single  out 
apartments  or  landlords.  He  said  he 
believed  many  of  the  apartments  would 
receive  a  “positive  endorsement”  from 
the  ratings  section. 

“It  will  be  a  great  advertisement  for 
some  of  the  apartments,”  Richter  said. 
“It’s  not  a  pressure  tool.  I  think  it  will 
be  a  great  informational  tool  to  help 
students  find  what  they  want.” 

Opposition  expressed 

In  a  meeting  held  last  June  by  the 
Utah  County  Apartment  Association, 
BYU  Student  Tenant  Association,  and 
BYU  housing  officials,  several  local 
landlords  and  apartment  owners 
expressed  opposition  to  a  survey  that 
was  to  be  published  in  a  similar  ASBYU 
renters’  guide  booklet. 

ASBYU  Pres.  Bob  Henrie  said  then 
that  the  landlords  disliked  the  survey 


being  taken  during  finals  week.  He  said 
they  felt  it  was  bad  timing  and  the 
students  were  likely  to  give  the 
apartments  a  bad  rating  that  they 
wouldn’t  have  given  if  the  survey  had 
been  taken  at  another  time.  Landlords 
also  added  that  they  were  concerned 
about  whether  or  not  the  survey  was 
statistically  sound.  . 

Henrie  said  then  that  the  landlords 
expressed  desire  to  see  the  survey  results 
so  they  could  correct  any  problems. 

Richter  said  at  the  time  that  the 
survey  would  be  given  to  the  Survey 
Research  Center  to  see  if  it  was  valid.  If 
it  was  not,  another  survey  would  be 
taken  in  the  fall. 

He  also  said  the  landlords  were  not 
opposed  at  that  time  to  a  survey  if  it 
was  done  professionally  and  was  sound. 

Richter  said  the  present  survey  was 
designed  by  doctoral  students  in 
statistics  and  the  Instructional 
Evaluation  and  Testing  Department.  He 
said  he  felt  this  insures  high-credibility. 

The  survey  is  a  result  of  a  platform 
promise  made  by  Richter  and  ASBYU 
Pres.  Bob  Henrie.  They  got  the  idea 
from  a  similar  guide  published  at  Texas 
A&M  University,  Richter  said.

Handicapped  get 
money  for  activity 

The  Executive  Council  approved  $210  for  funding 
“Handicapped  Students  Awareness  Week”  April  5-9  in  its 
weekly  business  meeting  Thursday. 

The  Council  also  budgeted  $380  to  the  Academics  Office 
and  approved  a  re-allocation  of  $50  for  use  during 
International  Students  Week. 

The  $210  approved  represents  a  cut  of  over  $300  from  the 
original  proposal,  as  submitted  by  John  Plocher, 
Organizations  vice  president.  Most  of  the  cut  came  by 
reducing  the  advertising  prospect  for  the  week,  Plocher  said. 

The  money  allotted  to  the  Academics  office  will  be  used 
for  publicity  purposes  and  to  sponsor  an  old-fashioned 
spelling  bee,  according  to  Mark  Harmon,  vice  president  of  the 
office. 

The  $50  re-allocated  by  the  Council  was  originally  set  aside 
to  invite  various  dignitaries  to  participate  in  International 
Week.  Larry  Hurd,  president  of  the  International  Students 
Association,  said  the  money  could  better  be  used  for  buying 
the  dignitaries  lunch  in  a  special  buffet  sponsored  by  the 
I.S.A.  The  proposal  was  passed  unanimously  by  the  Council. 

ASBYU  Pres.  Bob  Henrie  said  there  are  only  two  business 
meetings  left  before  the  end  of  the  semester.  He  also  said 
there  will  be  a  student  forum  on  housing  April  1.  Details  of 
the  forum  will  be  announced  at  a  later  time,  he  said.

Probe  to  eye 
'Bo'  Callaway 
resort  flights 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A  formal  inquiry  was  launched 
Thursday  into  the  waiver  of  charter  airplane  regulations  for 
flights  to  a  Colorado  ski  resort  partly  owned  by  Howard  H. 
“Bo”  Calloway,  President  Ford’s  suspended  campaign 
manager. 

Meanwhile,  White  House  sources  said  Callaway  is  almost 
certain  to  be  replaced  permanently  by  Rogers  C.  B.  Morton, 
former  Maryland  congressman,  former  Republican  national 
chairman,  former  secretary  of  the  interior  and  of  commerce. 

“It’s  all  a  question  of  timing,”  said  one  White  House  source 
who  asked  not  to  be  named. 

Inquiry  by  CAB 

The  charter  flight  inquiry  was  announced  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board,  which  granted  the  waiver  starting  in  1969 
to  landing  sites  near  the  ski  resort. 

“The  board  has  no  information  indicating  improprieties  in 
the  grant  of  any  waiver  or  exemptions,”  the  CAB  statement 
said.  “However,  the  board  is  undertaking  a  preview  of  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  waivers  were  granted.” 

Meetings  arranged 

The  Rocky  Mountain  News  published  an  article  saying  that 
Callaway  arranged  one  or  more  meetings  between  CAB 
officials  and  his  brother-in-law  to  speed  up  the  charter  flight 
permit. 

Knight  Newspapers  quoted  Callaway  in  a  separate 
interview  as  saying  he  was  not  in  government  at  the  time  of 
this  incident. 

One  CAB  official  told  a  reporter  there  is  nothing 
particularly  unusual  about  the  wiaverS,  but  one  airline 
official  said  he  had  never  heard  of  the  charter  regulations 
being  waived  to  benefit  the  ski  resort  industry. 

Peter  Kaye,  spokesman  for  the  campaign  committee,  said 
Callaway  was  not  available  for  comment.  Kay  said  he  would 
relay  any  questions  to  him,  but  added:  “Don’t  hold  your 
breath”  for  a  reply.

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LDS  missionary  folk  tales  told  Brazilians

Folk  tales  of  Mormon  missionaries  do  not  show 
them  to  be  the  rigid  fanatics  the  world  often 
considers  them,  but  rather  live,  human,  interesting, 
and  complex  individuals,  according  to  two  folklore 
specialists. 

Drs.  William  Wilson  and  John  Harris,  both 
associate  professors  in  English,  were  the  featured 
speakers  of  a  Centennial  literary  forum  entitled, 
“Green  Beans  and  Golden  Gaters:  The  Folklore  of 
Mormon  Missionaries.” 

During  the  informal  forum  sponsored  by  the 
English  department  and  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library, 
Drs.  Wilson  and  Harris  amused  their  audience 
telling  missionary  stories  about  initiation  rites  and 
“greenies.” 

The  speakers  alsp  told  spiritually  inspiring 
stories  and  tales  about  curses  and  combinations. 
They  talked  about  missionary  slang  terms. 


problems  missionaries  have  with  foreign  languages 
and  the  principle  functions  of  missionary  folklore. 

Dr.  Wilson  said  the  tales  are  told  to  reinforce 
faith,  sanction  certain  kinds  of  behaviors  and 
provide  missionaries  with  an  escape  from  then- 
pressures  in  the  mission  field. 

One  tale  concerning  initiation  rites  was  told  by 
Dr.  Wilson  about  two  elders  who  were  out 
tracting.  The  senior  companion  had  previously 
arranged  with  a  new  member  family  to  play  a  joke 
on  his  “greenie”  companion. 

The  elders  approached  the  door  of  the  new 
members  who  the  greenie  thought  to  be 
investigators.  When  the  door  was  opened,  the 
senior  companion  threw  a  copy  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  inside  the  door  and  ran.  He  left  his  new 
companion  standing  on  the  door  step  completely 
baffled. 

Dr.  Wilson  said  initiation  rites  are  very 
important  to  make  a  missionary  feel  welcome  and 


give  him  a  sense  of  belonging.  “Without  these  rites,  .  Ill'  ■  |

Speaking  of  slang  terms  used  by  missionaries,  1  1 

Dr.  Wilson  said  the  reason  for  their  usage  is  to 
create  a  feeling  of  self-identification  with  other 
missionaries  and  provide  a  way  for  elders  to  deal 
with  their  intense  pressures. 

According  to  the  speakers,  some  of  those  slang 
terms  include  “war  zone,”  meaning  the  tracting 
district;  “snake,”  meaning  a  girl  who  chases 
missionaries;  and  “Joe  Straight  Arrow,  referring 
to  a  good  missionary. 

Dr.  Wilson  said  although  many  of  the  tales  make 
fun  of  the  missionaries  and  their  inexperience,  it  is 
important  to  remember  these  tales  are  about 
young  men  and  their  first  encounter  with  the 
world  outside  their  own  experience. 

He  concluded  with  a  quote  of  Elder  J.  Golden 
Kimball’s:  “The  church  must  be  true,  or  the 
missionaries  would  have  destroyed  it  long  ago.”

Security  precautions  at  the 
trial  were  described  by  a  U.S. 
marshal  as  the  second  tightest 
in  the  state’s  history. 
Spectators  had  to  pass 
through  a  metal  detector,  and 
women’s  purses  were 
searched. 

An  undercover  highway 
patrolman  testified  he 
purchased  nearly  $80,000  in 
phony  money  from  Grismore. 
A  Secret  Service  agent 
testified  Grismore,  when 
arrested  in  his  car  1 1  months 
ago,  had  a  suitcase  filled  with 
$576,000  in  counterfeit  bills 
plus  two  grocery  sacks  of 
counterfeit  money. 

An  associate  of  Grismore 
said  Grismore  once  proposed 
passing  bogus  money  to 
Communists,  subversive 
groups  and  over  Las  Vegas 
gambling  tables. 

Grismore  has  contended  he 
was  framed  by  the 
government,  that  the  phony 
money  was  planted  on  him.

He  told  jurors  they  had  the 
power  to  veto  any  bill  of 
Congress  and  not  to  be 


concerned  with  the  judge’s 
instructions  or  his  definition 
of  legal  obligation  by  the  U.S. 
government. 

Brimmer  told  the  jurors  it 
would  be  a  violation  of  their 
sworn  duty  if  they  based 
their  verdict  on  anything  else 
but  the  law.

There  were  many 
achievements  in  the  life  of 
Harrison  R.  Merrill,  but 
perhaps  his  love  of  life  and 
his  ability  to  express  that  love 
were  his  greatest. 

Born  in  Smithfield  on  Nov. 
13,  1884,  he  received  a 
bachelor’s  and  a  master’s 
degree,  was  editor  of  the 
“Improvement  Era”  from 
1931  to  1935,  was  a  member 
of  the  YMMIA  General 
Board,  served  in  ward  and 
stake  leadership  positions  and 
taught  English  and  journalism 
at  BYU  during  his  17  years  at 
the  school. 

Among  the  biographical 
material  on  Merrill  in  the 
University  Archives,  there  is  a 
two-inch  by  four-and-a-half- 
inch  unevenly  cut  piece  of 
brown  stationery.  Typed  in 
purple  letters  is  a  poem 
entitled  “My  Creed.”  It 
reads: 

“To  live  as  greatly  as  I  can; 
/  To  be,  no  matter  where,  a 
man;  /  To  take  what  comes  of 
good  or  ill  /  And  cling  to 
faith  and  honor  still;  /  To  do 
my  best  and  let  that  stand  / 
The  record  of  my  brain  and 
hand;  /  And  then  should 
failure  come  to  me,  /  Still 
work  and  hope  for  victory.” 

Some  consider  his  most 
famous  poem  to  be  “Let  This 
Be  Heaven,”  found  in  a  book 
entitled  “Dusk  on  the 
Desert:” 

“Oh,  God,  let  this  be 
heaven  —  /  I  do  not  ask  for 
golden  streets:  /  Or  long  for 
jasper  walls,  /  Nor  do  I  sign 
for  pearly  shores  /  Where 
twilight  never  falls;  /  Just 
leave  me  here  beside  these 
peaks,  /  In  this  rough  western 
land,  /  I  love  this  dear  old 
world  of  Thine  —  /  Dear  God, 
You  understand.

pyxfessor  has 
helped  to  write  a  report 
which  says  seven  rare  plant 
species  which  once  grew 
exclusively  in  Utah  have 
become  extinct. 

Dr.  Stanley  L.  Welsh,  along 
with  two  others,  took  two 
years  to  compile  the  51-page 
report  published  in  “The 
Great  Basin  Naturalist” 
magazine.  The  article  lists 
264  plant  species  in  Utah  that 
are  endangered  or  threatened. 
This  figure  represents  about 
10  per  cent  of  the  state’s 
flora. 

In  addition,.  20  other 
species  have  been  eliminated 


from  the  state  because  of 
man’s  influence  on  the 
environment,  according  to 
reports.  Fortunately  these 
plants  can  still  be  found  in 
other  areas  of  the  world. 

The  report  also  lists  two 
newly  discovered  species,  and 
one  new  variety. 

Authors  are  Dr.  Welsh,  Dr. 
N.  Duane  Atwood,  a  botanist 
with  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management  in  Cedar  City, 
and  Dr.  James  L.  Reveal,  a 
visiting  professor  who  is  on 
sabbatical  leave  from  the 
National  Museum  of  Natural 
Science  at  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  and  the  Botany 


Department  at  the  University 
of  Maryland. 

Publication  of  the  report 
puts  Utah  in  the  forefront 
nationally  with  Texas, 
California,  and  New  York  as 
states  which  have  prepared 
detailed  data  on  the  status  of 
plants  within  their 
boundaries,  Dr.  Welsh  said. 

The  Endangered  Species 
Act  of  1973,  which  requires 
the  Secretary  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  to 
report  to  Congress  on  all 
plants  in  the  United  States 
which  are  or  may  become 
endangered  or  threatened  is 
the  reason  for  the  report. 

About  1,700  species  will  be 
listed  as  endangered  or 
threatened  on  the  national 
list,  Dr.  Reveal  said. 

A  plant  species  is 
considered  endangered  when 
its  known  area  of  distribution 
is  small  and  is  being 
diminished  due  to  natural  or 
man-caused  disruptions. 

Threatened  species  are 
plants  which  cover  much 
larger  areas  and  therefore 
have  more  potential  for 
survival,  the  scientists 
explained. 

Dr.  Welsh  said  although  the 
public  is  generally  unaware  of 
what  is  happening  to  natural 
plant  life  it  is  important  to 
preserve  native  flora  for 
scientific  and  sometimes 
aesthetic  reasons. 

“We  never  know  when  one 
of  the  rare,  obscure  and 
seemingly  worthless  plants 
might  be  found,  for  instance, 
to  contain  anti-carcinogenic 
agents  for  the  control  of 
cancer,”  the  professor  said. 

“We  should  do  our  best  to 
save  our  plant  heritage  as  part 
of  a  vast  gene  pool  which  is 
scientifically  beneficial  to 
mankind,”  he  added. 

Included  on  the  list  of 
plants  no  longer  found  in 
Utah  are  several  varieties  of 
cacti  and  one  orchid.  Utah’s 
state  flower,  the  sego  lily,  is 
not  endangered  or 
threatened*  the  scientists  say.

The  report  recommends 
that  Utah  establish  a  review 
board  to  preserve  the  state’s 
unique  plants  and  to  promote 
an  understanding  of  Utah’s 
entire  flora.  It  also 
recommends  enactment  of  an 
endangered  species  law  for 
the  state. 

“We  find  many  plants  are 
lost  just  because  people  don’t 
know  of  their  significance,” 
Dr.  Reveal  said. 


The  report  covers  the  state 
of  Utah  and  the  natural 
drainage  basins  which  cross 
boundaries  into  adjacent 


Washington,  Garfield,  Kane 
and  San  Juan  counties  in 
southern  Utah  are  highest  on 
the  list  for  the  number  of 
endangered  and  threatened 
species  they  contain, 
according  to  the  report.

Portrait  drawing  is  an  art 
which  many  would-be  artists 
would  like  to  tackle,  whether 
they  be  amateur  or  beginning 
students  with  professional 
aspirations.

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Media  job  attitudes  examined 


A  Department  of  Communications 
study  has  revealed  that  54  per  cent 
of  its  graduates  are  employed  in  the 
communications  field. 

The  study  also  showed  that 
departmental  graduates  were  pretty 
well  satisfied  with  their  jobs,  that 
internships  were  the  most  valuable 
preparatory  experiences,  that  jobs  in 
the  communications  field  are  tight 
and  that  most  students  surveyed 
would  return  to  BYU  and  major  in 
com  m  unications. 

Directing  the  graduate  study  was 
Dr.  Ralph  Barney,  a  journalism 
professor,  who  said  it  involved  a 
random  survey  of  170  graduates 
taken  between  the  years  1969  and 
1974. 

He  said  the  survey  was 
“curriculum  effectiveness  study.” 
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The  university  funded  the  project  in 
an  effort  to  help  the  department 
know  how  well  its  curriculum  is 
preparing  graduates  for  job 
opportunities,  he  added. 

The  study  included  a  job 
satisfaction  scale  which  indicated 
how  well  each  graduate  felt  about 
their  present  job. 

Dr.  Barney  said  the  scale  indicated 
that  “our  graduates  are  fairly  well 
satisfied  about  their  jobs.” 

The  survey  also  had  each 
respondant  rank  core  classes  that 
were  the  most  helpful  to  their 
practical  training  in  the  field, 
according  to  Dr.  Barney. 
‘  ‘Internships,  communications  law 
and  public  relations  were  the  top 
three  rankings  which  graduates  said 
were  the  most  valuable  help  in  their 
career,”  he  added. 

From  the  study’s  findings,  Dr. 
Barney  said  four  groups  could  be 
tabulated:  1  Those  who  had 
always  been  fully  employed  in 
communications;  2  —  those  who 
began  in  communications  but  then 


got  a  job  outside  the  field;  3  -  those 
who  began  their  career  outside 
communications  field  and  later  got  a 
job  in  the  field,  and  4  —  those  who 
never  became  employed  in  the 
communications  field. 

According  to  Dr.  Barney,  41  per 
cent  of  the  graduates  had  always 
been  fully  employed  in 
communications.  He  said 
approximately  36  per  cent  had  never 
been  employed  in  communications 
since  their  graduation. 

As  for  “those  graduates  who  began 
in  the  field  of  communications  and 
then  moved  out,”  Dr.  Barney  said 
“they  showed  to  be  the  single  most 
unhappy  people  from  a  job 
satisfaction  standpoint.” 

To  further  support  this  idea,  he 
said  the  group  of  graduates  who 
came  from  “outside”  the  field  of 
communications  to  a  job  “inside” 
the  field  were  making  a  lower  wage 
but  were  much  more  satisfied  with 
their  job. 

The  study  showed  that  20  per  cent 
had  no  problem  finding  a  job  in  their 


related  field;  30  per  cent  said  jobs 
were  scarce;  and  26  per  cent  said 
they  couldn’t  get  a  job  because  of 
lack  of  experience. 

The  study  further  revealed  that  1 1 
per  cent  of  the  sample  said  the 
training  was  inadequate,  five  per 
cent  indicated  salaries  were  too  low 
and  three  per  cent  said  there  was  sex 
discrimination. 

Dr.  Barney  said  communication 
graduates  are  not  the  typical 
graduates.  “They  can  adjust  well  to 
the  outside  world  because  they  learn 
valuable  commodities  in  other 
areas,”  he  explained. 

He  said  the  study  concluded  by 
asking  each  respondent:  “If  you  had 
to  do  it  all  over  again,  would  you 
come  back  to  BYU?

direction  of  Dr.  Richard 
Heaps,  assistant  director  of 
personal  and  career  assistance 
programs,  provides  a  central 
office  that  receives  and 
counsels  students  on  where  to 
go  for  the  best  help.  He  is 
located  in  B-238  ASB. 

When  a  student  comes  to 
the  Personal  and  Career 
Services  office  he  or  she  is 
interviewed  by  one  of  three 
faculty  members  or  three 
paraprofessional  “intake 
workers,”  who  have  been 
trained  to  analyze  problems 
and  to  answer  questions. 
Then  the  student  isreferredto 
the  best  place  for  help,  Dr. 
Heaps  said. 

Following  an  interview,  the 
student  will  wait  while  the 
intake  worker  makes  an 
appointment  for  him  at  the 
appropriate  office,  Dr.  Heaps 
said. 

Then  the  intake  worker 
writes  a  memo  to  the  office 
where  the  student  has  the 
appointment  to  verify  the 
student  is  coming  and 
summarize  the  initial 
interview. 

“Each  step  is  an  important 
preliminary  step  which  offers 
a  student  continuity  of 
services.  The  student  avoids 
the  frustration  of  having  to 
go  back  and  repeat  himself,” 
Dr.  Heaps  said. 

One  of  the  greatest 
strengths  of  the  new  office, 
according  to  Dr.  Heaps,  is 
that  it  is  easily  accessible.  The 
students  can  see  someone 
immediately,  without  waiting 
to  make  an  appointment, 

Offices  affiliated  with 
personal  and  career  services 
are  the  counseling  center, 
career  education,  academic 
standards,  international 


students  and  the  health 
center.  “Referrals  work  both 
ways,”  Dr.  Heaps  added.  “We 
refer  the  student  to  those 
offices  and  they  in  turn  will 
refer  the  student  to  us.” 

The  office,  which  has  been 
in  operation  since  January, 


was  inspired  by  Pres.  Dallin 
H.  Oaks  and  Academic  Vice 
Pres.  Robert  K.  Thomas,  Dr. 
Heaps  said. 

“I  think  it  speaks  well  of 
this  administration  and  the 
concern  it  has  for  the 
student,”  he  said.

[season  could  get  under  way  as  soon  as 
'Sunday. 

“I  think  this  is  a  constructive  step,”  Miller 
•said  when  he  returned  to  his  New  York  home 
•from  Tampa,  Fla.,  late  Wednesday  night  and 


was  informed  of  Kuhn’s  order. 

Asked  if  this  meant  the  season  would  open 
as  scheduled  April  8  with  Houston  at 
Cincinnati  in  the  National  League  and  New 
York  at  Milwaukee  in  the  American,  Miller 
replied: 

“I  think  so.  There’s  been  no  threat  of  a 
strike  by  the  players.  The  whole  thing  has 
been  an  owners’  lockout.” 

Kuhn’s  action  came  several  hours  after  the 
executive  board  of  the  Major  League  Baseball 
Players  Assocation,  meeting  in  Tampa,  again 
urged  the  opening  of  the  camps  and  the 
resumption  of  the  stalemated  contract 
negotiations  with  the  owners. 

At  the  same  time,  the  executive  board 
declined  to  either  accept  or  reject,  the  owners’ 
“best  and  final”  contract  offer  of  Monday. 

However,  a  spokesman  for  Kuhn  said  the 
commissioner  had  made  up  his  mind  before 
Miller  informed  the  owners’  player  relations 
committee  of  his  executive  board’s 
decision  ...  or  non-decision. 

“While  nobody  is  more  disappointed  than  I 
that  we  do  not  have  solid  progress  to  a  final 
agreement,  the  fans  are  the  most  important 
people  around  and  their  interests  now 
become  paramount,”  Kuhn  said.  “Opening 
the  camps  and  starting  the  season  on  time  is 
what  they  want.”

Oratorio  scheduled  Saturday 


The  acclaimed  oratorio  “The 
Restoration,’’  by  BYU 
composer-in-residence  Dr.  Merrill 
Bradshaw,  will  be  performed  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  Saturday  at  8 
p.m.  as  a  part  of  the  1976  Mormon 
Festival  of  Arts. 


Conducted  by  Dr.  John  R. 
Halliday,  the  oratorio  performance 
in  the  Tabernacle  is  free  to  the 
public  and  sponsored  by  the  BYU 
Alumni  Association. 


Capacity  crowds  enjoyed  the 
oratorio  last  week  when  the  work 
was  performed  for  two  nights  in  the 
de  Jong  Concert  Hall. 

Written  for  three  choirs  with 
soloists  and  orchestra,  the  work 
portrays  in  three  sections  the 
prophecies,  events,  and  results  of  the 


restoration  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  The 
oratorio  will  involve  the  BYU  A 
Cappella  Choir,  Oratorio  Choir, 
University  Chorale,  the  BYU 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  four 
soloists,  and  an  angelic  choir  off 
stage. 

The  texts  of  “The  Restoration 
consist  of  scripture  and  newly 
written  material  by  the  composer 
himself.  In  order  to  create  a  “spirit 
of  combined  worship  rather  than 
one  of  entertainment,”  Dr. 
Bradshaw  has  followed  the 
precedent  of  Bach’s  St.  Matthew 
Passion  and  has  included  a  role  for 
the  audience.  Traditional  hymns  are 
incorporated  into  the  contemporary 
texture  of  the  work  in  many  places. 

“All  my  life  I’ve  wanted  to  do  a 


large  work  related  to  the  gospel,” 
said  Dr.  Bradshaw  in  an  interview. 
The  request  by  Dr.  John  Halliday  for 
him  to  do  the  work  was  like  a 
“trigger”  for  him  to  put  this  desire 
into  action.  “That’s  why  it  didn’t 
become  just  a  10-minute  work  for 
chorus  and  orchestra.” 

Much  to  the  contrary,  the  full 
work  lasts  two  hours  and  includes 
three  choirs  and  an  orchestra, 
totalling  about  600  performers. 

The  applause  and  favorable 
audience  response  “of  course  is  very 
gratifying,”  admitted  Dr.  Bradshaw, 
“but  the  basic  satisfaction  which 
leads  me  to  compose  (i.e., 
accomplishing  well  what  one  sets  out 
to  do)  had  been  satisfied  before  any 
audience  heard  it.”

said  Jeff 
Geertsen,  the  other 
co-president  of  the  bike  club. 
He  said  riding  down  to  the 
park  at  Utah  Lake  is  a  good 
beginning  ride.  Mark  Thomas, 
past  president  of  the  club, 
agreed. 

“For  beginners,  the 
five-mile  round  trip  down  to 
the  lake  would  be  best.  It’s 
fun  to  go  one  way  out,  then 
come  back  a  different  way,” 
said  Thomas. 

What  happens  to  the 
student  who  decides  this 
sounds  like  fun,  but  doesn’t 
have  a  bike?  No  problem,  said 
Bud  Cox,  a  member  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center  Outdoor 
Rentals  staff.  “We  have  four 
tandems  (bicycles  built  for 
two),  25  ten-speeds,  and  21 
single-speeds  available  to 
rent,”  he  said. 

Cox  said  it  costs  75  cents 
an  hour  or  $5.50  a  day  to 
rent  a  ten-speed,  80  cents  an 
hour  or  $6  a  day  for  a 
tandem  and  60  cents  an  hour 
or  $4  a  day  to  rent  a 
single-speed. 

Now  that  the  weather  is 
warming  up,  the  Saturday 
demand  for  tandems  and 
ten-speeds  is  great,  but  they 
are  usually  available,  Cox 
said. 

“The  best  time  for  people 
to  come  in  and  get  bikes,”  he 
said,  “is  in  the  morning.  We 
open  at  10  a.m.,  and  by 
12:30  or  one  o’clock  they 
start  going  quickly.” 

Suggested  trips 

In  addition  to  the  Utah 
Lake  ride,  Geertsen  suggested 
riding  to  Bridal  Veil  Falls.  It’s 
about  six-miles  round  trip,  he 
said.  A  ride  to  Springville  is 
about  five  milds  altogether. 
For  the  more  experienced 
rider,  Thomas  recommended 
going  past  Springville  and  up 
Hobble  Creek  Canyon. 

Riding  to  Pleasant  Grove, 
Lehi,  or  even  as  far  as  Payson 
is  a  lot  of  fun,  said  Geertsen. 
“Throughout  this  whole  area, 
there  are  a  lot  of  backroads.

Both  Thomas  and  Geertsen 
said  there  are  a  lot  of  rides 
for  the  more  experienced 
biker.

Student  elections 
show  Y  maturity 


Tickets  selling  out 
for  'BRIGHAM!' 


Behind  all  the  noise  of  the  recent  elections,  BYU  students 
have  quietly  shown  themselves  to  be  more  mature  and 
intelligent  than  many  people  give  them  credit  to  be. 

With  little  fanfare  over  the  color  of  his  skin,  students  chose 
Robert  Stevenson,  a  black,  for  ASBYU  vice  president.  This  is 
a  first  for  BYU. 

What  is  so  beautiful  about  it  all  is  that  it  happened  so 
unself-consciously .  The  campaigning  included  lively 
discussions  of  the  issues  and  other  usual  activities,  but  little 
mention  was  made  of  the  color  of  Stevenson’s  skin. 

In  fact,  many  students,  including  some  presently  in  student 
office,  said  they  had  hoped  he  would  have  been  a  presidential 
candidate.  They  saw  him  as  more  experienced  and  better 
qualified  in  general  than  the  presidential  candidates. 

However,  most  BYU  students  are  not  aware  that  probably 
the  only  thing  people  outside  of  Provo  knew  about  the 
elections  on  campus  is  that  a  black  was  running  for  office. 

It’s  more  than  ironic  that  most  of  the  noise  came  from 
those  who  have  in  the  past  criticized  BYU  most  strongly, 
with  the  claim  BYU  is  prejudiced.  It  indicates  these  critics 
are,  perhaps,  suffering  a  little  from  the  mote-beam  syndrome. 

It  would  be  easy  for  BYU  students  to  start  feeling  a  little 
smug  about  the  state  of  affairs.  But  before  the  symptoms  of 
self-righteousness  strike,  it  would  be  well  to  remember  that 
these  critics  are  the  people  with  whom  ASBYU  government 
and  the  student  body  must  live.  And  if  BYU  is  to  continue  to 
increase  in  stature  academically  and  spiritually,  students 
must  continue  to  bear  with  dignity  the  criticism  and 
continue  to  show  by  their  actions  they  do  care  about  more 
than  appearances,  such  as  the  dress  code  and  the  race  of  their 
fellow  students.  They  do  want  to  serve  meaningfully.

Lorin  F.  Wheelwright,  director  of  the  BYU  Centennial. 

The  apprehensive  student  critics  who  cackle  about  the 
musical’s  failure  and  those  who  listen  to  the  skeptics  may  be 
left  out  in  the  rain  without  tickets  as  the  Centennial 
celebration’s  largest  event  passes  them  by. 

Such  a  volume  of  ticket  sales  -  particularly  when  the
